with aggression in the rest of the world, 
was (then) considered morally barren by 
many.of the very people now horrified 
by our strategy in Southeast Asia.”’ 

In short the liberals have changed, 
but” Humphrey has not changed with 
them, which is of course dead right. But 
the question raised by the sentence 
quoted does not concern Humphrey 
nearly so much as,it concerns the whole 
American future. 

-There were already signs of trouble 
ahead in President Kennedy’s years in 
office. The great majority of members of 
the Kennedy. administration held the 
work? view for which Humphrey is now 
being denounced —a view, essentially, 
based on continuing concern for the 
-—-world- balance of power: But a minority, 
“ ieeded by the late Adlai Stevenson, did 
not hold that view. What is called “world 
opinion’ was their prime concern. 

For this very reason, in the otherwise 
admirable book about the Kennedy years 
by Arthur Schlesinger Jr., there is a 
recurrent strain of unintentional irony. 
The libérals, meaning the Stevenson 
adherents, are repeatedly portrayed as 
the heroes of the hour. But it’ never 
emerges very clearly that President 
Kennedy, although he always listened to 
the liberals, almost never took their 
advice on foreign matters. 


Senatorial Question

has abandoned the world view so 
strongly held by his great brother. The 
answer, in the senator's case, —will 
eventually be in the negative, or so one 
must fervently hope, But even this will 
not guarantee us against ariother bout of 
national softheadedness, such as the 
United States went through in the-’30s.
